AS BRAVE AS A WEASEL. 


Ke Maintained His Cemposure te the 
Last and Declared He Was 
Innocent. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 7.—H. H. 
Holmes-was hanged in Moyamensing Prison 
this morning. The drop fell at 10:12 o'clock. 
It was not until half hour later that he 
was pronounced dead. His neck was broken 
by the fall. The marvelous nerve of the 
man never deserted him to the very end. 

Even on the scaffo he was probably the 
coolest person in the solemn assemblage. 
In a few well-chosen words he proclaimed 
his innocence of any murder, including that 
for which he was convicted and hanged. He 
declared that the only wrongdoing in the 
taking of human life, for which he could be 
held responsible consisted in the death of 
two women who had died as the result of 


criminal operations at his hands. He did 
not name these victims. 
Holmes spent the greater part of hia last 


night on earth writting letters. At midnight 


he went to bed and elept soundly until 6 


to be hanged. That is all I have to +: pe 

Holmes wrote letters of farewell until mid- 
night. It is understood that these commu- 
nications were addressed to his wife in Gil- 
manton, N. H., and Geo a of 
Franklin, Ind., the s0-ca 
whose testimony did much to bring 
to-day’s execution.

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BUS AND REBBNACK. 


Chances for Their Being Ousted From 
Scheol Board Premising. 


Issues have been joined in the Supreme 
Court to remove Henry Bus and H. H. 
Rebenack from their seats in the St. Louis 
School Board. Judge Chester H. Krum, 


who is associated with Attorney General 
Walker in the case for the State, filed de- 
nials of the pleas of each of the defendants 
Thursday. 

The reply of Judge Krum avers that Bus 
accepted the position of Deputy Sheriff 
after his election to the board, and that he 
still holds it. It recites further that June 
11, 1895, the School Board attempted to de- 
clare his seat vacant and was prevented 
by a temporary injunction from the Circuit 
Court. This case is now pending and un- 
determined. 

The reply goes on to state that the occu- 
pation of both positions is unlawful and 
that macoptanos by Bus pf. sition 
of y Sheriff divested the right 
to tinne as a School Di or. ö 

Judge Krum stated to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday that the allegation that 
Bus is still a Deputy Sheriff is made with 
a purpose. 

We do not know whether he has actually 
resigned or not,“ said Jud Krum, “He 
will have to prove the truth of his asser- 
tion that he holds no public office save 
that of School Director.” 

In the reply to Rebenack’s return, his 
statement that he has not been interested in 
any contracts for supplies for the schools 


is denied. 
“We propose to show,” said Judge 
Krum, “that since Mr. Rebenack has been 


performing the duties of a School Director 
he has supplied the public schools with dis- 
infectants. He is a member of the firm of 
Cuff & Rebenack, and we can show that 
this firm has furnished disinfectants to the 
schools.“ 

The assertion of Rebenack that he had 
paid a school tax for the two years pre- 
ceding his election, is also denied, and, 
further, it is denied that he had no inter- 
est at the time of his election in contracts 
for furnishing supplies to the schools. 

The two cases will be argued and sub- 
mitted next Monday. Judge Krum states 
that there is no fixed.time in which a de- 
cision may be rendered. 


SENATOR VEST'S YIEW. 


He Will Not Be Bound by Federal Of- 
fice Holders.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 7.—Senator 
Vest to-day exposed the way in which the 
Administration office-holders had diverted 
the Michigan Convention from silver to 
“sound money,“ and said: “I have been 
criticised somewhat in Missouri for saying 
that I proposed to abide by the will of the 
Chicago Convention. I want to be under- 
Stood. I said that I would abide by the 
will of the majority, but I serve notice now 
that if it is to be made up of Democratic 
office-holders, eficiaries of the Adminis- 
tration, I shall not consider it either Demo- 
cratic or binding. The Democratic party is 
of the people and can not be controlled 
by Federal office-holders.”

BYRNES AND BOODLE. 


Hew He Cellected Money for the Edu- 
cational Campaign of 92 


The ex-Federal office-holders who were in 
the Custom-house under President Har- 


rison’s Administration now look upon the 
advent of Timothy Byrnes, Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the Republican National Conven- 
tion, without emotion 

They feei that they ‘will not be asked to 
step outside the sacred precincts of the Fed- 
eral Building and voluntarily contribute toa 
campaign fund as Republican citizens as 
they were asked to do just previous to the 
last general election. 

At that time Col. Byrnes called upon the 
various office-holders, 1 Postmaster 
Harlow, Collector Wenneker, ub-Treasurer 
Farrar and. Surveyor Churchill. All of these 
gentlemen he met upon the street and spoke 
to about a fund for an educational cam- 
paign in the interest of the Republican 
party 

They met at Gen. Farrar’s house and each 
contributed. Mr. Wenneker gave $1,000, Sur- 
veyor Churchill, $500; Gen. Farrar, $500; 
and Marshal Buchanan, $500. Postmaster 
Harlow was shy his contribution and it is 
understood never paid it. 

O. Churchill was seen Thursday 
“I guess that money was spent 
I always found Mr. Byrnes a fine 
gentleman and still so consider him. 
gave a voluntary contribution for the good 
of the party and am eatisfied that the 
money was properly used, I am not com- 
plaining. I need not have put up a cent 
unless I had felt so disposed, but I have 
contributed to every cam aign since 1869, 
so it was nothing unusual. 

Mr. Charles F. Wenneker said: “I am 
satisfied that the money went to the gen- 
eral good of the party and I suppose if I 
am satisfied no one else has a right to object. 
It was a voluntary contribution and was 
not made under pressure. I knew it took 
money to run a big campaign and was ready 
to do my Share. 

Comptroller Sturgeon, who was Assistant 
Postmaster at the time, said: “I did not 
contribuze, but I met Mr. Byrnes at the 
time. I believe Maj. Harlow gave him some 
money for campaign purposes, but that 
Was arranged outside the building as it is 
not permitted in the building.’’ 


CIVIL, SERVICE, ORDER. 


Into Effect. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 7.—Almost 
30,000 Government employes were brought 
with one sweep under the protection of the 


civil service by the issuance of an order 
by President Cleveland making a general re- 
vision of civil service rules. The order is 
the most important since the inauguration 
of the system, more than a decade ago. It 
takes effect immediately. 

The new rules add 29,399 positions to the 
classified list, increasing the number of 
classified positions from 55,786 to 85,135. The 
number of clagsified places which are ex- 
cepted from examination has been reduced 
from 2,099 to 775, being mainly positions as 
cashiers in the customs, postal and internal 
revenue services. Indians who will be em- 
ployed in minor capacities m that country 
were necessarily put in the excepted lisi. A 
Almost all of the positions in Washington 
which have heretoforfe been excepted have 
been included in the competitive list. The 
only classified . positions in Washington 
which will be excepted from examination 
under the new rules will be private secre- 
taries or confidential clerks (not to exceed 
two) to the President and to the head of 
each of the eight executive departments. No 
positions will hereafter be subject to non- 
competitive examination,except in the cases 
of Indians employed in a teaching capacity 
in the Indian service,

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RENDEZVOUS IN NEW YORK. 


The Junta’s Representatives Said te Be 
Aided by Lincola Pest 
G. A. R. 


NEW YORK, May 7.—A local paper this 
morning says: It was reported in Newark 
last night that several members of the 
First Regiment of the National Guard there 
had accepted generous offers to fight for 
Cuba's independence, and had left the city 
under orders of the Cuban Junta. 

The number of guardsmen who are Fo- 
ing is not definitely known. It was 
learned, however, that at least a dozen 
have already signed an agreement with the 
representatives of the junta, and a much 
larger number are seriously considering 
the matter with the prospect that they 
will join the expedition. 

On Tuesday night the first detachment 
left Newark. The party was in charge of 

Willlam L. Edwards and Private 

Haggerty, and was composed en- 
tirely of members of the First Regiment. 
They were escorted to a rendezvous in this 
city, where they are said to be now sta- 
tioned. 

It was given out that the expedition in 
which the Newarkers will take part was to 
embark on a steamer at Perth Amboy. 
This report was intended to throw the 
emissaries of the Spanish Government off 
the scent. It is said the men who will 
make up the party will board a vessel at 
sea, being conveyed from various points in 
tugs and sailing vessels. 

ne volunteer is said to have been offered 
a bonus of $700, together with his fare to 
Jacksonville and a monthly compensation 
of $30. Another statement is that the men 
are to receive a bonus of $100 and $22 a 
month.

AS-TO BELLIGERENCY. 
Counsel for the Cuban Legation Pre- 
pares a Statement. 


NEW YORK, May 7.—The Cuban Junta 
has issued a statement of the law regard- 


ing Cuban belligerency, together with a 
petition of Tomas Estrada Palma, delegate 
of the Republic of Cuba, for the recognition 
by the United States of the belligerency of 
the Cubans. The statement was prepared 
by Horatio 8. Rubens, counsel for the Cu- 
ban legation in this city, and a copy of the 
same to-day will be in the hands of every 
Congressman. 

It is pointed out that with the existence 
of civil war comes the question of recog- 
nition and that much of the existing mis- 
apprehension on the subject arises from a 
confusion of the various kinds of recogni- 
tion of insurgents—first, recognition of bel- 
ligerency, which is the lowest grade; sec- 
ond, virtual or commercial recognition, and 
third, recognition of independence. 

That the Cubans are conducting a war 
Mr. Rubens shows by citing the strength 
of their army of 60,000 men and Spain's 
army of 120,000. The present attitude of neu- 
trality by the United States, he says, gives 
a great advantage to Spain.

NEW YORK, May 7.—A dispatch to the 
Herald fiom Madrid says: Former. Premier 
Sagasta denies that there e 
ence ot opinion among Léberal leaders re- 
ply may Cuba. He said: The war costs a

We shall endeavor to procure prac- 
tical solutions of the difficulty in order that 
the institution of reforms, instead of being 
a promise, shall become a reality.“

THE LIGHT THAT FAILED, 


Roentgen Rays” Put to Shame by the 
Telephonic Probe. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 7.—After the X rays 
had failed to locate a bullet in a man’s leg 
at Bellevue Hospital yesterday, it was found 


by Dr. Gardner’s telephonic probé The 
case was one of the greatest interest to the 
medical profession. The patient was Chas. 
Deval. Two years ago, while examining a 
revolver, he shot himself in the left leg 
ust above the knee. Physicians could not 
ocate the bullet, and he was sent to the 
hospital in March last. The X rays were 
turned on his leg without result. A half 
dozen shadowgraphs were obtained, but 
the bullet was hidden even from the eye of 
the new light. The doctors were puzzled. 
After a study of the case the 3 of 
Bellevue determined to apply the telephonic 
probe. This instrument is like an ordinary 
telephone, and records the touch of any for- 
eign substance in the body. The operation 
was before an open clinic. Deval refused 
to take an anaesthetic. The X ray photo- 
graphs were produced and then the tele- 
rere probe was inserted. The click of the 
ullet sounded in the physician’s ears in a 
few seconds and the missile was on the table 
a minute later. Cheers greeted the success 
of the operation. 


MILWAUKEE CAR STRIKE, 


The City Council Putting Pressure on 
the Company. 


MILWAUKEE,. May 7.—The Common 
Council took up the street railway strike 


adopted a resolution for the appointment 
of a committee of five Aldermen to act in 
conjunction with similar committees of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Association 
and the Street Railway Employes’ Union 
in an effort to mediate. Another resolution 
instructed the City Attorney to take steps 
to vacate the franchises of the street rail- 
way company unless the officers of that cor- 
poration agree to submit the questions at 
issue between them and their late employes 
to arbitration. 

For the first time since the strike began 
the police admit that the situation is becom- 
ing serious. Though the police force was 
strengthened by eighty-five special offi- 
cers yesterday, Mayor Rauschenberger and 
Chief of Police Janssen have decided that in 
view of the demonstrations during the day 
100 additional officers should be sworn in 
at once, 

Disturbances continue to occur in all 
of the city where attempts are made to run 
cars. The new men are stoned, car windows 
smashed, switches plugged and other acts 
of violence committed. The crowds are so 
scattered and so strong in numbers that 
the police are unable to preserve order, Few 
cars are in operation and they are run ir- 
regularly. 


BRITISH ARE STUBBORN, 


Refuse te Join in Any Plan te Step 
Seal Destruction. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 7.—The ne- 
gotiations between the United States and 
Great Britain respecting the Behring Sea 
seal fisheries during the past year indicate 


that these fisheries are in a very unsatis- 
factory state and that up to this time the 
British Government has firmly resisted 
every effort of the Department of State to 
extend the scope of the regulations pre- 
ascribed by the Paris arbitration, well 
known to be inefficient in important re- 
spects and, in fact, has even relaxed the 
regulations — as to facilitate the illegal 
killing of seals. 

The State Department endeavored in vain 
to secure a continuance in force of the re- 
quirements that all firearms carried by 
sealing vessels in the seal waters should 
be sealed up in the close season. The Brit- 
ish Government held that the Paris award 
did not impose any such requirement and 
refused to include it in the regulations, 
notwithstanding that it was represented by 
our Government that the absence of some 
regulation constituted a violation of the 
plain intent of the Paris tribunal's findings.
